Branch  revenue  increased  311,100.00  during  the  nine 
rsonth  period  April  lot,  1943  to  Oecoaber  31st,  1948  over  tha 
corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year. 


Advisory  Board  Keatings  wore  hold  during  tho  year, 
at  which  two  hundred  and  uixty-four  (264)  applications  for 
licenses  w<  ro  deulth  with,  tho  Board  approving  thirty-two  (32), 
declining  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  (232).  Forty-throe  (43) 
applications  wore  wiUtdrawn  before  they  could  bo  fanned  before 
the  Board.  Out  of  the  total  number  of  applications  declined 
twenty-one  (21)  applicants  appealed  tho  decision  of  the  Board. 
Pivo  (5)  appeals  were  finally  granted,  sixteen  (16)  declined. 

During  tho  year  the  financial  condition  of  all  five 
insurance  cor, panics  domiciled  in  Albei-ta  was  node  tho  object 
of  a  careful  study.  T:w  record 0  of  nearly  all  of  the  companies 


studied  indicates  that  while  tho  demand  for  noro  insurance 
continues  heavy  company  profits,  particularly  in  tho  automobile 
insurance  field,  have  been  reduced. 

Xhe  Hone  insurance  Conpany  of  Canada  suffered  an 
exceedingly  heavy  operating  loss  during  tho  year  1947  and 
whilst  tho  coopany  raised  cone  £43,000.00  additional  capital

uako  arranaeosnts  to  obtain  further  additional  capital  it  was 
considered  that  tlio  ronorvog  Worn  inadequate)  to  provide  proper 
security  for  tho  policy  hold  wo  and  tha  company*  a  licenco  mo 
cencolled  on  July  12th,  1948.  A  Provisional  Liquidator  wan 
appointed  and  proceeding  a  wore  cor.inoncod  isirxidiataly  to  wind 
up  tho  company .  This  liquidation,  which  la  ctiH  proceeding, 
lias  thrown  on  unusually  heavy  volu.no  of  work  on  tho  Insurance 
branch. 

Investigations  of  applicants  for  license  under  tha 
Alberta  Insurance  Act  mid  complaints  undsr  tliis  Act,  involving 
five  different  classifications  of  insurance,  totalling  one 
hundred  end  twenty-seven  (12?)  wore  nario  during  tho  year,  flis 
majority  of  tho  conpl&ints  wore  outlied  sulcal ly  no  tho  result 
of  advice  and  asoiotancs  rendered  by  tills  branch.  Coven  such 
conplainta  are  etill  under  investigation.  Seven  prosecutions 
wora  entarsd  for  infractions  of  fho  Alberta  Insurance  Act  and 
an  equal  number  of  convictions  obtained.  Fines  totalled  £‘490.00.

It  is  hoped  that  the  practice  of  suspending  Drivers' 
Licanses  will  serve  a  purpose  similar  to  that  aorved  in  other  Pro¬ 
vinces  by  impounding  vehicles.  Tho  power  to  iapound  hua  been  used 
very  sparingly  in  order  to  avoid  any  adverse  offoct  on  tho  Tourist 
Trado  in  tho  Province.

In  view  of  tho  Increasing  Ion ecu  to  life  end  property 
the  activities  of  tho  Fire  CoaunicBioncr’o  Office  Imvo  been 
accelerated  during  194ft.  Alberta1  o  fire  loss  for  tho  year  1943 
in  oat  tasted  at  apprcodnately  $'3,500,000.00  ;ind  during  the  oana 
period  forty-one  lives  were  lost  end  many  people  injured  by  fire. 

A  total  of  336  cities,  touno  and  villages  were  in¬ 
spected  in  1948  no  compared  with  236  in  1947.  In  oil  cacao 
Mayors  and  Fire  Officials  were  interviewed  and  Hade  fully  aware 
of  the  work  done.  Thoir  aid  has  boon  enlisted  by  interviews 
and  public  nestings  and  they  have  been  urged  to  help  theaaelvos 
to  fire  prevention  and  have  boon  given  fire  prevention  literature 
and  suggested  fire  prevention  by-laws  for  their  guidance.  Special 
efforts  have  been  rondo  to  hove  cities,  towns  and  villages  fora 
firs  safety  corcaittcos  and  fire  prevention  bureaus. 

During  tho  course  of  tho  year  1,755  written  orders 
and  1,377  verbal  orders  to  correct  hazardous  conditions  waro 
inoued  by  Inspectors.  This  is  an  increase  of  approxiiafitely  liOji 
over  order*  issued  ih  1947  when  1,122  written  orders  and  668 
verbal  ordora  ware  issued.  7h5.a  activity  is  a  proven  field  of 
fire  prevention.  Copies  of  all  ordora  lesufid  are  loft  with 
local  authorities  to  fully  acquaint  then  with  the  han&rds  found 
and  to  advise  then  aa  to  tho  buildings  whore  the  hazards  exist. 
Special  inspections  numbered  204  in  1948  aa  compared  with  142 
in  1947.  Special  inspections  wore  designed  to  provido  life 
safety  in  public  buildings  such  ns  hospitals,  schools,  hotels 
and  inotitutions.  Fire  drillo  are  held  on  every  possible 
occasion  and  these  drills  include  practice  runs  by  voluntary 
firo  brigades  all  of  which  aro  made  after  consulting  tlwt  chief 
officials  of  the  town  or  village.

One  hundred  and  eighteen  fir 03  ware  investigated  to 
outablieh  tho  cause.  Those  ware  fires  which  resulted  in  larga 
property  loeo  or  lose  of  life,  Thin  again  ehoua  increased 
activities  over  1%7  when  seventy-one  firns  wore  investigated. 
Fires  of  Incendiary  origin  wore  found  to  be  increasing.  "wo 
convictions  for  arson  uro  recorded  for  tho  year  and  In  two 
Other  cases  aroenisto  wore  found  mentally  inoonputent  and 
conrsittod  to  cental  institutions.  A  prosecution  wan  ontored 
by  tho  City  of  itedicino  *lat  against  an  owner  of  an  npartnont 
block  for  failure  to  comply  with  an  Grdor  to  iUsacdy  Conditions. 
A  fine  of  Fifty  Dollars  (£50.00)  and  costs  and  in  default  a 
torn  of  tliirty  (30)  day □  was  inpased.  'The  case  was  appealed 
and  re-appealed  and  the  conviction  finally  uphold, 

Firo  investigations  wore  conducted  in  answer  to 
coaplainta  under  lie  lightning  l£od  Act  and  in  all  caooe  air.or 
infractions  of  tho  Ueguiationa  wore  ordored  ranediod  by  tho 
Agents  making  tho  installation.  Tho  revenue  undor  Tho  Light¬ 
ning  Kod  Act  which  included  Companion  and  Agent s’  licence  foes 
and  a  tax  on  catcrlal  sold  aiwuntad  to  C5V7.2A 

Tho  operations  of  tho  Fire  Trotoction  Lust  ruction 
Unit  involved  inspection  of  152  cities,  towns  and  villages 
whera  in  a  total  of  5<>7  written  recommendations  wore  mtuio. 
Tho  recommendations  all  dealt  with  firo  protection  nature 
involving  firo  dopartrwsnt  organisation,  water  supply,  alarm 
equipment  and  firo  fighting  equipment.  Thera  hao  been  a 
popular  demand  for  tho  cervices  of  tliio  Unit  and  town  and 
village  councile  have  expressed  thoir  appreciation  for  tho 
ausiatinco  ronderod.  h^conucnUationn  havo  boon  acted  ujxin 
fully  in  none  cases  imd  will  servo  as  a  basis  for  futura  plan¬ 
ning  for  firo  protection  in  all  towns,  villages  a: id  lianlets.
